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PREFACE. 



Elucidation of the early history of Glasgow by the publication of original 
documents may be said to have been initiated by the Maitland Club, and 
perhaps none of the works issued by it has been more successful in that 
direction than a volume published just half-a-century ago, and edited by Dr. 
Joseph Robertson, then resident in the city.^ Though relating primarily to 
the Collegiate Church of St. Mary and the Monastery of the Friars Preachers, 
the book was not confined to material obtained from the registers and charters 
of these religious establishments, but was made to include also a selection 
from miscellaneous deeds illustrative of the ancient topography of the city. 
It was probably in consequence of the value attached to this latter part of 
the collection that the prosecution of similar researches in a more systematic 
form was suggested; and it is known that the late Marquis of Bute, then 
president of the Maitland Club, and donor of the book just alluded to, 
purposed to supplement his gift by presenting selections from the earlier 
protocol books of the town clerks of Glasgow. Lord Bute, however, did not 
live to carry out his generous intention, and the scheme for publication of 
the protocols has, till recently, remained in abeyance. 

The several contributions made by the Maitland Club to the history of 
Glasgow have been succeeded in recent years by two volumes of selections 
from the records of the town council, and by a volume of charters and 
documents relating to the city, all published by the Scottish Burgh Records 
Society for its members and the corporation, while a fourth volume, con- 
taining a historical preface by Sir James Marwick, their editor, is expected 
to follow immediately. 

In consequence of the favour with which the published volumes were 
received, and the increasing interest taken in original sources of information 
on civic and family history, the proposal for making the protocols available 
to the public was revived and a specimen volume issued in the end of 
1894. The result of this experiment has been satisfactory to an extent which

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seems to justify the further prosecution of the work, and a series of volumes 
is now projected for bringing the publication down to the year 1600. The 
town council of Glasgow have signified approval of the scheme by subscribing 
for copies, and a number of gentlemen interested in historical research have 
also given it their support. 

In the preface to the specimen volume attention was directed to the 
nature of the information supplied by the protocols, and to the plan adopted 
for presenting in each abstract the essence of the original. Here it may bo 
sufficient to note that these records preserve the names of a large proportion of 
the householders in the city, and particulars of their properties, at a period 
antecedent to any extant council record or burgess roll. Possession of heritable 
property in the burgh was then one of the qualifications for burgess-ship, and 
attainment of the status of a burgess was itself a pre-requisite to the privilege 
of practising as a craftsman or engaging in trade or merchandise. 

Protocols connected with landward estates, as a glance at the place 
index will show, are not unfrequentj but it is probable that the greater 
number of writs relating to this class of property would be recorded not 
in the protocol books of the town clerks of burghs but in those of other 
notaries, whose representatives were, by act of parliament, required to deposit 
them in Edinburgh. Should any considerable number of these latter books 
still be in existence their publication would form an important supplement 
to Registrum Magni Sigilli, one of the most useful of the series of records 
now being issued by the Lord Clerk Register, but applying only to crown 
grants and estates of crown vassals. Notaries* protocols extended to every 
class of heritable property irrespective of tenure. 

The present volume almost exhausts the second of William Hegait's three 
protocol books; and likewise contains a few documents relating to a chaplainry 
and hospital founded by Sir Roland Blacader, subdean of Glasgow. Though 
these documents are otherwise interesting, they are here given principally with 
the view of suppljdng the descriptions of various properties contained in 
writings prior in date to any existing protocols. 

It was originally intended that the continuation series should be completed 
in three large-sized volumes, but as the preparation of each of these would 
occupy a considerable time it has been thought better to adhere to the size 
of the specimen and to issue a volume half-yearly.

In one 
of these, a charter by Walter, the Steward of Scot- 
land, the name MurMand :4>pear8 so early as the 
year 18S8, and by the continuance of this designation

shall thenceforth personally, continuously, and forever reside in the city of 
Glasgow; and on every day in the year while for this he shall be disposed, 
he shall by himself celebrate devout masses on and at the last mentic^ied 
altar, in all which he shall be bound to pious and devout commemonition 
for my soul and for all the souls above mentioned. And, nevertheless, in 
each and every of the three greater hours of eiich day of the whole year 
he shall sing in the choir of Glasgow for ever, viz., at matins, the greater 
mass and vespers. And the said chaplain shall serve in these great hours 
foresaid, as the rest of the vicars of the choir serve; also, in all and sundry 
occurrences of the whole year, processions and chapters to be chapterly 
assembled; also, in all and sundry the obits and exequies of the dead, at 
present founded and to be founded (to be distributed according to those present 
as well to whom it falls by lot as for their deputies whenever they are to 
be celebrated) in decent and collegiate habit, and along with the viairs of 
the choir be personally present to serve constantly and diligently, and he shall 
sing dominical mass in his turn, in like manner and in the same way as 
one of these vicars'; and if he shall be lacking in the premises, or shall be

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cibsent, he shall be liable to punishment, and his fines and forfeits shall be 
applied for the said vicars, so that the said chaplain shall pay to the said 
vicars the forfeits, and shall participate in the fines of the said vicars in 
the three great hours above mentioned, and shall take his synod in his turn 
in the manner of the vicars, and the chaplain of the subdean, nevertheless, 
shall always be called among the choir. 

MoREOV£U, I will and ordain that the chaplain so instituted as aforesaid 
to the foresaid chaplainry shall be master of the hospital house of the poor 
and indigent ciisually coming thereto, newly founded and erected by me, 
lying in the said city of Glasgow, near the Stabillgrenc, and collector of 
the fruits and annualrents thereof for distribution of the same, conform to 
the tenor of my present foundation; which chaplain also shall have his 
chamber within the said hospitiil. Also, I will and ordain that a trust- 
worthy married man, of good life and honest conversation, with his wife, 
shall be keeper of the said house of the poor, and shall be chosen and 
changed by the said chaplain as often as necessary; which keeper shall 
take care of the said house, with the bed clothing of the poor; which 
keeper so appointed in the said house shall have bedding and fire as 
aforesaid. Also, I constitute and ordaino that there shall be six beds, 
furnished with blankets, coverlets, and pillows for the said poor, so to be 
received. And which keeper of the house shall have a garden for vegetables 
and herbs, to be given to the said poor. Moreover, I statute and ordain 
that my foresaid chaplain shall every year disburse forty shillings, with 
which the said chaplaiti and keeper of the poor's hospital shall buy lentils, 
of the value of said sum, between the feasts of saints Martin and Andrew 
the Apostle in winter; with which lentils the said keeper and his wife 
shall cook green vegetables with garden herbs on the evening of every 
night for the feeding and nourishment of the poor assembling there; and 
that when herbs fail, the keeper shall cook white gruel from the said 
lentils, properly prepared, for the poor received into the said hospital; and 
that the said chaplain shall keep the key of the chest where the lentils 
are stored, and give out the same to the keeper as required. And also 
the said chaplain shall buy an iron pot containing two quarts for cooking 
gruel or vegetables, and a cauldron also containing two quarts for washing 
the feet of the poor; and an iron grate weighing four stones for making a 
fireplace; and that the siiid chaplain shall provide the said things when need

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requires. Also, I wfll and ordain that the said chaplain shall yoarly, and in 
each year, hetween the feasts of Pentecost and St. IVtor ad ciiicula, l»uy 
£3 worth of coals for the said honse of the i)<)<)r, and put thrni into the placo 
built and appointed therefor, viz., the coifl hoics for the fire place aiul Hio 
provided for the said poor. I will that the sai<l chaplain have 20 h, ywuiy 
for coals to be bought for himself. 

I will, also, that my chaplain shall piy every year to the vit'ars of tlie 
choir, for my obit and for the obit of my jx'irents, 14 h., as is contuiiuMl in the 
book of martyrology, and that the major sjicristun, at the time of my extM[uii»rt, 
shall spread a table in the choir with decent ta|M>stries and two Wiix lights, and 
likewise, on the day of my exequies, spreiul a table over my tomb with ileceiit. 
tapestries and two wax lights; and there <lo likewise on the obit of my 
parents, in the choir and op the tomb of my father in thtt lower rinurh, as 
on my obit; and the said chaplain shall [Miy to the H;iid Hacristnii I h. for his 
labours; and also pay to the minor Siicristjin for the tolling of the bells on 
each obit fourteen pennies; and for the ringer of the little bell of St, 
Kentigern through the town, for each obit fotn* pennies. Also, I will that 
my chaplain, every year, with advice of the prociiratoi's (jsriil of t he \ icars, 
shall choose sixty honest poor ]>eoplo fiosscssin/^ hearth lioiise and home in 
the city of Glasgow, and that they shall attend in the ehiinli in tlu^ time 
of the celebration of the obits and pmy for rny soul, and tJie soiiU of my 
parents and of all the faithful dea^l, and on the morrow aft.er the ohit of 
my parents pa3rment shall be made of ei^ht pennies to tmvU of them. 
Moreover, I will that my chaplain shall jay to the viears (»f \\u\ choir 
every week for three masses, one on Monday tti re<|iiirm for the souls of 
all the faithful dead, another on Friday of the live wounds of ('Ininl, and 
the third on Saturday of our La^ly, and slwll pray in lUfnc. mns.neM fur the 
souls above mentioned, and payment for these mass^'s »h.'ill l>n made on 
each day of the celebration, \'iz., six ixMini<;s for earh. Also, I will thai 
on the day of my obit in each year my ehaplain shall rtmur i^mmiIv \\\\\ 
masses to be celebrated, viz., ten with the Friars Minorn and iwiUe wnh 
the Friars Preachers dwelling in tlie eity of (ilasprow, and shidl pay Im 
each mass six pennies on the morrow aft.^rr the ohit of my pan-nif^ Alno, 
I will that on the day of my obit my eliapl-^in shall rlioott<; rl^ht rha|ilahh*, 
and that they shall sit anjund my t^^mh on <*;u;h Htir in iln^ii hni|ilin''«, 
and by two and two shall celebrate; the obM^jiii*'!-. of iIh^ d«a«l, ami lai ili» 
morrow each one of them shall c«:lebr;iti; re'juiirn ma.-s. jii uliiih ma:t.M'i' 
and obsequies they shall pray for the n^tuU aUiVr nH'niJomd, «inil m\ 
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chaplain shall pay to each one of them for their trouble twelve pennies. 
Also, I will and ordain that my chaplain for the time shall cause to be 
made in each year three wax candles weighing three pounds, of which one 
shall be given to our Lady of le Grarroch on the vigil of her Assumption, 
another to the blessed Nicholiis at the altar of St. John the Baptist, and 
that in the first vespers of the vigil of the said Nicholas, and the 
third to St. Blase, and that in the first vespers of his feast. Moreover, I 
advise and order that the said chaplain in each year shall diligently consider 
and observe, when the provincial and visitor of the Friars preachera shall 
come to make visitation of the said convent of Glasgow before their general 
chapter, that the said chaplain with the procurators fiscal of the choir of 
Glasgow shall open my chest or my box, which chest is kept in the 
common chest or box of the vicars, and shall take therefrom the obligations 
of the said Friars, corroborated by the subscriptions manual of the provincial 
and priors and by the seals of each convent; which obligations the said 
chaplain and the foresaid procurators of the choir of Glasgow shall show 
to the said provincial or visitor of the same in each year before their 
general chapter; in which letters of obligation the said Preachers are bound 
weekly and every week in perpetuity, in their convent, to celebrate thirteen 
masses for the soul of the founder and his parents; for which celebration 
of thirteen masses weekly the said founder gave to the said Friars Preachers 
and their priors, as their obligations clearly attest, £260, in ready and 
usual money of the currency of the kingdom of Scotland. Which said letters 
of obligation being shown to the provincial or visitor as aforesaid the said 
chaplain with the procurators fiscal of the choir shall faithfully replace and 
enclose in their accustomed keeping. And the said chaplain and procurators 
fiscal shall give in writing to the provincial or visitor the names of the 
places where the foresaid thirteen masses shall be celebrated, and for this 
trouble the said chaplain shall pay yearly to the provincial or visitor five 
shillings in ready money: whereupon the said chaplain and procurators 
fiscal of the choir shall exhort the said provincial and visitor that all and 
sundry the foresaid thirteen masses are to be duly celebrated, and the said 
chaplain and procurators fiscal of the choir shall give after exhibition of the 
obligations a flagon of good and choice beer with two wheaten loaves for 
their trouble. Also, I will and ordain that if the said chaplain instituted 
by me shall be absent beyond the space of fifteen days continuously, unless 
necessity of life, fear of death or infirmity of body, shall render it necessary 
for the time, or by license being asked and obtained from the said patrons, 
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that the said chaplainry shall, from the very fact, and by law, be deemed 
to become vacant and shall be freely bestowed upon another vicar of the 
choir of good life. Also, I will and ordain that the chaplainry founded by 
me of new shall not be reckoned to be a whole benefice, office and stall 
in the choir of Glasgow. Also, I will that my chaplain shall pay in each 
year on the morrow after the obit of my parents to the procurators 
fiscal of the vicars, for their trouble, 14 s., and that the procurators fiscal 
if necessary shall go with my chaplain to distrain for the annualrents where 
necessary but not otherwise. Also, I will that all my letters of foundation 
shall be kept in a small chest, which chest shall have two locks, with two 
keys, one of which keys shall be in the keeping of the subchantor, if he 
pleases, and for the keeping thereof he shall have part in the prayers founded 
by me, and the other key shall be in the keeping of the procurators fiscal 
of the vicars, and the said small chest shall be kept in the common great 
chest of the vicars; and that my chaplain shall in each year place in that 
chest, in presence of the procurators fiscal £3 of the usual money of Scotland 
on the morrow after the obit of my parents, and this for renewing the beds 
of the poor and for blankets, coverlets and pillows, and the improvement 
of the hospital house of the poor and for the repair of three houses in the 
Drygait when necessary; and all these things shall be done with the advice 
of the procurators fiscal of the vicars; and if the chaplain shall fail to place 
the said sum in the said chest as said is, within four days after the said 
first day, the procurators shall cause the said chaplain to be compelled by 
the dean and chapter to place the said sum therein. And that the 
procurators fiscal shall see that the said chaplain expends the remaining money 
faithfully and rightly as necessity requires; and that the residue not expended 
shall again be faithfully placed in the chest as before. And that the chaplain 
shall write in a book the sum contained in the chest in each year, and 
likewise the procurators fiscal. 

Also on the twelfth day of the month of June, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand five hundred and forty one, I, Roland Blacadyr, subdean 
of Glasgow, have granted in loan to Sir William Crawfurd, chaplain of 
my chaplainry founded by me the sum of £10 Scots; which sum being 
received the chaplain shall be able the more easily to perform the several 
ordinances contained in my foundation; which sum of ten pounds, sufficiently 
counted, the said Sir William and his successors lawfully instituted may be 
able to pay within two years from the time of actual payment thereof to and 
at the sight of the procurators fiscal of the vicars; and that the said procurators 

p 
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fiscal, together with the chaplain, shall replace the foresaid sum of ten pounds in 
my box or chest where my letters of foimdation are enclosed, until the entry of 
another new chaplain, and thus it shall be done to him and his successors as 
with the first chaplain. And if the said Sir William or his successors refuse to 
make grateful payment of the said sum of ten pounds in due time I will that 
the said procurators fiscal of the choir of Glasgow complain to the dean or 
president for the time and the remanent canons of the chapter of the ungodly and 
unjust retention of the foresaid sum of ten pounds, and compel the said chaplain 
to pay within a month under pain of deprivation of the foresaid chaplainry. 
Moreover I will, if any chaplain for the time is in any need for reparation of 
anything contained in my foundation, that the procurators fiscal of the vicars 
shall examine and consider the truth of the said necessity, and how much will 
suffice for the reparation of that necessity. If it extends in whole to the sum 
of ten pounds beyond the deposit it should be lent to the said chaplain, taking 
his obligation for his repaying the said sum lent to him within one year or two 
years at most; and this shall be done with the licence and advice of the dean and 
chapter, and the payment again made by the chaplain shall be replaced in the chest 
as before. Also, I will that the chaplain for the time, on his departure, shall 
leave behind him in the chamber two wooden bedsteads, with two feather beds, 
with two coverlets made in Ruglyn, with a wooden table, called a contour, of small 
size. And I will, when the keeper of the house goes away, or is changed on 
account of his negligence, that the chaplain shall diligently examine and see that 
the said keeper leave behind him the iron grate, the iron pot, the copper caldron, 
the wooden chest with two locks and all and sundry blankets and coverlets per- 
taining to the beds of the poor and the bed of the keeper himself. 

As I, Roland Blacadyr, have ordained in my foundation that my chaplain 
shall replace the ten pounds which I have lent him, as at the end of two years, 
he shall deposit the said ten pounds in keeping in the chest where the letters 
of my foundation are contained, as is at length expressed in the foundation. 
Moreover I will that the chaplain shall keep these ten pounds so long as he 
is chaplain in manner foresaid; and the said chaplain shall pay freely or cause 
to be paid to his successor the said ten pounds, and so all the chaplains of the 
said chaplainry shall likewise cause to be paid, each one to his successor.

In 1006 the crafts of Glasgow resolved to erect a hospitAl for the benefit of their decayed brethren, and 
for that purpose aoqoired Cloggy's rigfau in Blacader's foundation under the circumstances set forth in Nosl 
III. and IV. of the Appendix. If the ori<^nal intention of the crafts was to buiM their new hospital on the 
site of the old one, that resolotioo was soon departed from, as almost simultaneously they acquired "ane 
waist foir frunt called Moirbottillis Hansel snd erected it there. The site so chosen adjoiued St. Nicholas 
Hospital, founded by Bishop Mnirfaead (ItS5-73X snd was occupied by the Crafts' Almshouse in the beginning of 
the present century. The new Barony Church now stands on part of the ground (Glas^w Charters, Part I., 
p. ocxxiLX The site of Blacader's Hospital was feued out by the Crafts in the year KUO, as narrated in 
Appendix No. V.]

Thomas Morsoine, deacon general of the crafts of the burgh and city 
of Glasgow, having for himself and his successors the right and title of 
that old Hospital sometime founded by the late Roland Blacatter, subdean 
of Glasgow, situated at the East- Port, called the Stable Green Port of said 
burgh and city, the said Thomas, with consent of the deacons of crafts, set 
and in feu farm disponed to John Dobie, goldsmith, burgess of the said 
burgh, and Isabella Reed, his spouse, the place and site where the house 
of the Hospital (now quite ruinous) was founded and built by the said 
Roland; also the yard adjacent and belonging to the said place ; also a 
piece of waste land at the end of the said yard and adjacent thereto; 
lying between the lands of the heirs of the late John Porter on the south, 
the common street or loan on the north and west and the public street 
which leads from the said port on the east; and that for payment to the 
Crafts Hospital of ten merks of yearly feu-duty.
